There seems to hi: a law that people 
purchase wliiit they Wiint and not what is 
nearest them. Manitoba and Minnesota 
are near noighbors, but both are wheat 
growing and wheat selling countries and 
neither has to sell what tho other wants 
to buy. Nature made a mistake if she 
meant to work up a trade there. It is 
true llint maiiufactiu'ed goods migllt be 
foi waided from the eiist tia Minnesota tu 
Manip'lia, Imt the eastern slates are far- 
llief away than I )]itai-io and about as far 
as the luarit ime provinces. Mr. .Shaw 
shows ,-1 sini,'iilar want of appreciation of 
these facts, for he goes on to say that it 
cost §2.60 per owt. to haul sugar from 
Montreal to British Columbia, and about 
as much for nails, whereas freight from 
San Francisco would have been much 
lower. But sugar does not grow in San 
Krancisco, nor tire nails manufactured 
tlleI-(^, California pnreliases sugar which 
costs ,is iiiiicli for shipment as the charge 
Irom .Monli-i-al to I'.ritisli Columbia.

I, -ind coal mai-kid was iu!\ er again so gncd 
as il was.-iliout the close of the war, nor 
lias co.d evei comm.-imled anything near 
so high a ligure. Mr. Shaw doos nut 
know these things, and is therefore quite 
qualiliod for writnig pamphlets in favor 
of commercial union. Turning to another 
chapter we are oimbled to see from what 
slender facts Mr. Shaw draws other 
inferences, .\fter stating that the Cana- 
dian union w,-is in danger and that the 
peo]ile ,ire dissat islled, he lirings his pi-oof 
in this wise : "That such is t he opinion 
in the iii.irit iiiie pio\inces we lia\e liiit to 
i|Uole 1 he opii li'ius of the Nov,-i Scoti.-itis 
themselves publicly e.\pi-e.ssed."
